Submitted herewith is a Petition to Make Special the above-identified patent application. 
The basis of this Petition is that the invention will materially enhance the quality of the 
environment. 

In particular, the invention provides an enhanced scanning solutions module including a 
flow control subsystem; a detector subsystem coupled to the flow control subsystem; a 
dryer/moisture separator subsystem coupled to the flow control subsystem; a sampling subsystem 
coupled to the flow control subsystem; and a software control subsystem coupled to the flow control 
subsystem, the detector subsystem, the dryer/moisture separator subsystem, or the sampling 
subsystem. The module can include a sampling subsystem having: a sample loop; an absorbent 
trap; or a gas chromatography injection port. The module can further include an exhaust; a 
pneumatic supply; a power supply; a bypass module; a feedback signal; or a pressure control 
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subsystem. The enhanced scanning solutions module may be part of a larger system that provides a 
way to speed up the process of assessing the environmental damage to a site as well as improving 
the accuracy of such assessments. The improved accuracy and speed of assessment allows 
remediation to occur more quickly, and to be better tailored to the remediation needs of a particular 
site. 



Accordingly, applicant requests that this Petition to Make Special be granted and the 
application undergo accelerated examination.
